EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claim 23, line 14, the term "they" has been changed to -- the bits -. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,2,4, 6-9, 1 2-1 8, 20-24 and 26-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not specifically disclose the combination of limitations as disclosed in claim 1 : a 
system for sending low rate data on a packet basis in an 8-VSB standard data packet 
stream, said system comprising: an 8-VSB signal transmitter capable of transmitting a 
low rate data packet that comprises data bytes, each of one or more of the data bytes 
containing both information bearing bits and non- information bearing bits, wherein said 
low rate data packet comprises data bytes in which half of the bits in each data byte 
contain information and half of the bits in each data byte do not contain information, and 
wherein said low rate data packet comprises eight (8) bit data bytes in which bit 6, bit 4, 
bit 2, and bit 0 in each data byte contain information and in which bit 7, bit 5, bit 3, and 
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bit 1 in each data byte do not contain information. Claims 9, 17 and 23 are patentable 
for at least similar reasons as claim 1 .
